> Council approves 
$1.4 million 
restoration of 
waterfront landmark

Since the Point Abino light¬ 
house entered into ownership 
of the Town of Fort Erie back in 
2002, virtually nothing has 
been done to improve its dete¬ 
riorating condition. 

After a decision made by 
council on Monday night, a 
$1.4 million restoration project 
will begin almost immediately 
to bring the historic waterfront 
structure back to its full poten¬ 
tial. 

Before local politicians 
debated and eventually 
approved a report that will 
allow for the project to move 
forward, a presentation was 
made by an architectural firm 
based out of Toronto, who 
highlighted some of the light¬ 
house's flaws and what needs 
to be worked on. 

Following their presentation, 
Charlene Nigh, president of 
the Point Abino Lightstation 
Preservation Society (PALPS) 
thanked the firm for their con¬ 
cise review.

relationship with the peo¬ 
ple out there," added the 
PALPS president. 

Nigh also explained her 
opposition to the Town of 
Fort Erie putting the light¬ 
house keeper's dwelling on 
the open market, a decision 
of the previous council after 
the building was given a 
heritage designation. 

"It's an intrinsic part of 
the lightstation and it needs 
to be recognized as that," 
said Nigh. 

Council has debated 
whether selling the 
dwelling would be a way of 
covering the remaining 
costs of the restoration proj - 
ect. The current asking 
price for the keeper's 
dwelling is $649,000. 

For now, moving ahead 
with the improvements 
could create a two per cent 
increase to the 2012 general 

Council voted in favour of 
amending the 2011 capital 
budget to include 
$1,476,598 for the initiative, 
while taking $1,045,000 
from the facilities mainte¬ 
nance reserve, $425,000 
from a Parks Canada grant 
and $6,598 from a reserve 
set aside for the lighthouse. 

If the keeper's dwelling is 
sold, it will offset the costs 


approved by council on 
Monday. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was hesitant to vote in 
favour of the allocation 
because it will deplete facil¬ 
ities reserve and there has¬ 
n't been a lot of interest in 
the keeper's dwelling from 
potential buyers. 

He asked director of legal 
services what the response 
has been to date on the 
dwelling. 

"We have not received 
any formal offers," she 
responded. 

"The heritage designation 
probably limits to a certain 
extent, the number and 
types of purchasers who 
would be interested," she 
added. 

Sean Hutton, director of 
facilities management was 
also in attendance to field 
any questions. When Shular 
asked if moving ahead with 
the restoration and clean¬ 
ing out the reserve fund 
would cause any problems 
with future projects, Hutton 
said there is potential for 
that. 

"It would have a serious 
impact," he said. 

Shular says he appreci¬ 
ates the historical value the 
lighthouse has, but feels 
there are other projects and

"I'm a firm believer of his¬ 
tory and heritage, but I'm 
also a realist," said Shular. 

"If we had access to this 
facility on a regular basis, I 
could probably put my 
hand up... but at this point 
in time, I can't support 
this," added the third-term 
councillor. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts, the representa¬ 
tive for the area where the 
lighthouse stands, said 
more should have been 
done at the site a long time 
ago, when the Town first 
took over ownership from 
the Canadian Coast Guard 
in 2002. 

"I think we should've 
already had the money" he 
said. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley, said it is important 
to fund local heritage and 
the Point Abino Lighthouse 
is something that easily falls 
into that category. 

"I think it's an important 
heritage asset," he said. 

In the presentation made 
by the firm who assessed 
the project costs, it was said 
the restoration could give 
the structure along the 
shore of Lake Erie another 
70 years of life. 

"It's going to out¬ 
live me and it will 
probably out-live 
my kids... and that's 
great," said 

Steckley. 

Ward 4 Coun. 
John Hill agreed 
that maintaining 
local heritage is 
important to the 
community. 

"It's part of who 
are, part of how 
grew up," said 

Hill. 

The Ridgeway- 
Thunder Bay coun¬

Bay Beach costs received 


Fort Erie politicians 
received a staff report 
Monday night, outlining 
how much money the town 
has spent, and will contin¬ 
ue to spend, as part of the 
Bay Beach development 
project, as well as the 
expected benefits the pro¬ 
posal will have on the com¬ 
munity. 

Town staff say the munic¬ 
ipality will spend just under 
$750,000 as part of the 
development, including 
$100,000 to defend the 


project at an OMB hearing 
in November. 

Staff officials say the town 
could see $2.7-million in 
community benefits due to 
the project, such as about 
$815,000 from a pavilion 
that is proposed to be built 
during the development. 

"The town is receiving a 
substantial return on its 
investment in the Bay 
Beach lands and in addi¬ 
tion the development will 
provide a positive tax bene¬ 
fit for taxpayers on a go for¬ 


ward basis," the report, in 
part, reads. 

"An overall annual net 
increase in revenue of 
$75,500 is a 0.4% benefit to 
the town's portion for a 
median residential tax bill." 

Chief administrative offi¬ 
cer Harry Schlange was 
directed to complete the 
report as part of a motion 
from Coun. John Hill. 

The report was approved, 
with only Ward 5 Coun.

On page 10, you will also read 
comments made by mayor Doug 
Martin, basically echoing this state- 

Yes, the Fort Erie Waterfront 
Preservation Association is seeking a 
leave to appeal through the court 
system, but this has nothing to do 
with town council. 

It's now out of their hands. 

There are countless other projects 
within Greater Fort Erie that have 
taken a backseat to this one contro¬ 
versial issue and that needs to stop. 

A flurry of differing opinions has 
overtaken this town over this devel¬ 
opment and we understand the 
importance of voicing concerns,

At this point in time, this has 
been done to the utmost extent. 

The Ontario Municipal Board 
ruled in favour of the project and 
experts in law, the Town's solicitor 
and a third-party impartial firm has 
said breaking the private-public 
partnership would have negative 
ramifications.

Continuing to challenge the cred¬ 
ibility of Town staff is only going to 
make things worse and create more 
hostility than there already is in the 
local political arena. 

Let's move on from this issue and 
start thinking about the future.

I'm definitely not one 
to question the impor¬ 
tance of local heritage 
and I certainly see the 
Point Abino Lighthouse 
as nothing less than a 


remarkable landmark. 

If we had better access 
to it and would actually 
be able to appreciate it's 
beauty on more than just 
a few select days of the 
summer, I could entirely 
support the reasoning 
behind sinking $1.4 mil¬ 
lion into a restoration 
project of the nearly 100- 
year-old historic site. 

The Point Abino 
Lightstation Preservation 


Society (PALPS) is a 
small group of dedicated 
people who care deeply 
about the site... there is no 
way to deny that. 

But they don't want to 
see the keeper's dwelling 
sold, because it is an inte¬ 
gral part of the light- 

True. 

I can agree with that. 

But there are other 
facilities everywhere in 


Greater Fort Erie that are 
integral parts of the com¬ 
munity. Moving ahead 
with the restoration has 
drained the Town's facili¬ 
ties reserve fund and if 
putting the dwelling on 
the market is the only 
solution at this point... It 
needs to be done.

The asking price right 
now is $649,000 and I 
don't know much about 
heritage real estate but 
my initial thought is that 
it's a little steep. 

If it does sell for this 
price, it will offset the 
funds approved on 
Monday and if another 
Town owned facility 
needs repair in 2012 the 
taxpayers won't have to 
pay extra for it. It's as 


simple as that. 

Like I said earlier, the 
Lightstation is beautiful 
piece of Fort Erie's iden¬ 
tity and the PALPS group 
is just as valuable, but 
sometimes you just can't 
have it all.

Stop discussing Bay 
Beach, says Martin 


"The Bay Beach issue 
should be over." 

This is a quote spoken by 
mayor Doug Martin this 
week, when he sat down 
with Times to discuss the 
current state of affairs in 
Fort Erie. 

After last week's meet¬ 
ing, when Ward 3 Coun. 
Bob Steckley voted in 
favour of moving ahead 
with the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project, changing 
his stance on this contro¬ 
versial and heated issue so 
residents would not be 
faced with paying for a 
multi-million dollar law¬ 
suit and the development 
officially became no longer 
a responsibility of council. 

But his past Monday, 
when a report was received 
by council simply for infor¬ 
mational purposes, it still 
consumed about two 
hours of discussion at the 
meeting, mostly with ques¬ 
tions about the costs con¬ 


nected to the project that 
were laid out in the report. 

Martin says it is all mem¬ 
bers of council's right to ask 
questions, but it is certainly 
time to put this behind 
them at the same time. 

"We have made a deci¬ 
sion to move forward and 
we have a lot of other 
things on our plate," said 
Martin. 

He feels the private-pub¬ 
lic partnership between the 
Town and the Molinaro 
Group has taken long 
enough to come this far 
and some councillors con¬ 
tinuing to challenge the 
credibility of Town staff 
seems to be another way of 
impeding progress. 

"We seem to be stuck on 
trying to frustrate this 
development," said Martin. 

Staff warned in the past 
that breaking the contract 
could make the Town vul¬ 
nerable to a lawsuit and 
some councillors did not 
believe this to be true. 

A second opinion was 
received, at the cost of 
$20,000 and it basically 



mirrored the information 
already provided... that 
closing the deal 0 
stage was 
ed. 

"The information we 
received from our solicitor, 
our chief administrative 
officer and from our direc¬ 
tor of finance all should've 
been enough to convince 
all members of council that 
we're obligated to proceed 
with this," said Martin. 

The mayor has called for 
a halt on discussing this 
issue until the site plan 
approval process begins, 
but until then there will be 
no further delegations on 
Bay Beach at council meet¬ 
ings and if it is brought up 
by a councillor, Martin will 
rule them out of order.
